Minutes of the August 8 th , 2003 

CWNA Special Board Meeting 

The meeting was called to order at 1:05 pm by 
President Howard Hinsey at Steve Patterson’s 
residence in Erie, Colorado. All officers and board 
members were present with the exception of Bill 
Arnold and Tom Hallenbeck. Tom Hallenbeek was 
represented by a proxy held by Allen Nye. There 
were four members and one guest present. 

Howard Hinsey gave brief President’s report 
where he thanked Steve for the meeting site and gave 
some guidelines toward better communications 
among board members. He pointed out our 
differences as a regional association which required 
us to operate differently from a local coin club. 

The “Minutes of the May 3, 2003 special board 
meeting” were approved as mailed by the Secretary 
to the board members prior to the meeting. The 
Treasurer submitted a written “Treasurer’s Report” 
which reported a net decrease in asset value since 
May 3. 2003 of $494.93 at $21,346.40 . It was 
approved unanimously. The Secretary also gave a 
report on the CWNA vote in the recent ANA 
election. Four board members responded to the 
President’s call for an E-mail vote which constituted 
a quorum and the Secretary prepared and mailed the 
official ANA ballot accordingly. 

Old Business 

Steve Patterson as webmaster agreed to add the 
recently revised and approved CWNA membership 
application to our website. The “Coin Fair” 
committee had not met but the consensus of the 
board was to not take on the management of this 
event but rather provide free showcases and lights to 
any local clubs who choose to organize a future 
event. 

Gene Murren had developed a list of speakers 
but couldn’t bring it to the meeting due to computer 
failure. Gene to prepare an announcement for the 
insertion in the “Newsletter” and to prepare a list 
and send it to the coin clubs. 

The President to contact Bill Arnold about 
planning for the “Coin Program” to be held Nov. 1, 
2003 at the Denver Coin Expo. CWNA also to 
have an educational table outside the show entrance 
manned by Chuck Wishon where people can watch a 
video tape program. Motion to do so approved

The meeting was adjourned at 5:30 pm. 


unanimously. Also the President repeated his 
preference that the CWNA informational table inside 
the show be manned as well at least part of the time. 

There was a lengthy discussion concerning doing 
CWNA business by E-mail It was generally agreed 
E-mail will only be considered conversational and 
informational and not be used to conduct the business 
of the CWNA. Important correspondence shall be 
mailed appropriately to fellow board members and to 
the membership as in the past as per the By-laws. 

The Editor was not present but the “Newsletter” 
was discussed at some length. The quality was 
excellent but there was concern about the cost. It 
was pointed out that the cost prior to the year 2001 
was about $105.00 per issue for an eight page (sided) 
issue mailed in an envelope to the membership. 
Approximately 170 were printed and 120 mailed. 

The cost of the last issue was $166.66. Steve 
Patterson agreed to work with the Editor to reduce 
costs through limiting postage to 37 cents each and 
consider utilizing a less expensive copy method while 
maintaining quality. Steve was also to ask about ad 
money which had not been turned in to the Treasurer. 
New Business 

The next board meeting will be held at ANA 
headquarters in Colorado Springs at 12:00 noon on 
Nov. 8, 2003. The president stressed following the 
By-laws and proper protocol in calling board 
meetings. 

Club finances were discussed including various 
fund raising ideas. The President will research the 
feasibility of holding an annual CWNA show in 
2004. The President will also research the feasibility 
of soliciting the ANA membership to join the 
CWNA. He will work on a letter for board approval 
and check with the ANA about cost, availability, etc. 

There was general discussion concerning the 
CWNA conducting “Educational Seminars”. There 
would be a charge and they would be held at a central 
location. 

Steve Patterson brought up the subject of CWNA 
membership meetings. The idea would be to hold 
meetings complete with a program similar to regular 
coin club monthly meetings. It was generally agreed 
this would not be practical due to the wide 
geographic dispersion of the membership. 

The President called for an inventory of the 
association’s property. The Secretary presented him 
with an inventory from 1995 which was deemed still 
accurate with the exception of the showcases. It is 
the intention to conduct an inventory of the 
showcases immediately after the Denver coin show 
closes Nov. 2, 2003.
